McDOUGALL PASS. 
Tn the references that have hitherto 


been made in the BuLuerin to the 
Mackenzie river route to the Yukon 
it has been tasen for granted that the 
cimoe route from the waters of the 
Mackenzie near Fort Macpherson to 
those of the Yukon had never been 
explored by any government explorers 
or scientists, and that therefore no de- 
finite information regarding it was 
available. This wasa mistake. The 
vanoe route through the pass was 
thoroughly explered by W. Ogilvie, 
D. L.S., in June of 1888. A full 
account of his trip through the pass 
from the west to the east side, taking 
his canoes and outfit, appears in the 
annual report of the department of 
interior for 1889. 

The following facts are taken from 
his report, which is too long for publi- 
cation in fuil: 

Mr. Ogilvie came down the Porcu- 
pine river from tie southwest, having 
come over during the winter from the 
Tat-on-duc river which enters the 
Yukor on the east side a short dis- 
tance on the Alaska side of the 
pouncary. 

The route from the west is up Bell’s 
river which enters the Porcupine from 


river cr twenty by land. Trout river 
is 50 yards wide, shallow and very 
swift. ‘Yea and a half miles down 
Trout river is the Canon, the walls of 
which are about 80 feet high. The 
current in this distance is always 


= is twenty-four miles by 


swift and rough, but there is no 
danger in navigating it in canoes ex- 
cept a liability to rub the bottom once 
in awhile. The fall is uniform to the 
Canon, bat below it there is a succes- 
sion of rapids with short intervening 
stretches of easy water. Mr. Ogilvie 
ran his canoes all the way down 
Trout river without accident except 
that they had to be baled out at every 
rapid. The total distance by water 
from slack water on Trout river to 
Beli’s river is 384 miles, or 30 miles 
by land. From the foot of the rapids 
on Trout river to Peel river the cur- 
rent is very slow. About four miles 
down, the river branches. The north 
channel is the one to take. Both 
branches unite before reaching Peel’s 
river. The surface of the country is 
‘flat and swampy with much good 
timber, both spruce and poplar as 
large as seen anywhere else in the 
north. Fort Macpherson is above the 
junction of Trout or Poplar river with 
Peel’s river. 

This report of Mr. Ogilvie sets at 
rest any question as to the suitability 
of this pass for the passage of canves, 
at least, and brings the total distance 
| of any difficulty very close to that of 
the Chilkoot pass, while instead of 
goods having to be packed on men’s 
backs for the greater part of the dis- 
tance over a steep mountain side a 


side and another named St. Germain 
lives on the north side.

The 
Peace is about 600 yards wide at this 
point at high water aud is crossed in 
row boats. Horses and cattle have to 
swim.

ing out about July 18th there were a 
number of traders’ scows and boats 
there, as this is a common point for the 
trade up and down the Peace, The 
settlement extends up the valiey on the 
north side for about fifteen miles. The 
H. B. Co. have a trading post near the 
crossing and Brick Bros have a trading 
post about 7 miles up. The trail to 
Dunvegan, up the river, rises graduaily 
out of the deep valley, and is travelled 
by carts to Dunvegan, 60 miles. There 
is also a pack trail on to Fort St. Jobn, 
80 miles further. From the crossing 
to Dunvegan the country is mostly 
prairie, but from Dunvegan to St. John 
it is generally wooded. There are 
large numbers of horses owned by the 
| Settlers and the H. B. Co. at the cross- 
ing and Dunvegan, but the traders 
mostly freight up and down the Peace 
river by boats.

Mr. Ogilvie left La Pierre’s house on 
his further journey up Bell’s river on 
June &th. The distance to the mouth 
of the creek up which the route 
through the pass goes is 21 miles, but 
it is not nearly so far by land, as 
Bell’s river for this distance is very 
crooked. The current is nowhere 
strong. Jas. McDougall, who explored 
this pass for the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany in 1872, intended that steam- 
boats should come up the Yukon, Por- 
cupine and Bell rivers to this point, 
and he prepared to build a warehouse 
there for the reception of goods.

| 1887 Mr. Ogilvie started his packers 
to the summit of the Chilkoot pass on 
the 6th of June. After getting over the 
summit with his outfit, which must have 
taken some time, and having taken all 
the measurements he required from salt 
water to the head of Lindeman he 
speaks of his men becoming snow 
blind, and having to pay Indians $5 
| per hundred pounds to haul his sup- 
plies from the summit to Lake Linde- 
man on sleighs. As he was not ready 
| to start down the Lewes until July 
12th he must have had snow during 
mest of June. After getting over the 
Chilkoot pass the navigation is bad 
for a long distance, while at the Mc- 
Dougall pass good navigation is 
reached as soon as Bell’s river is 
entered. With down stream naviga- 
tion for the whole distance to Fort 
| Yukon, except 384 miles in the Mc- 
Dougall pass, which is fair canoeing, 
as compared with packing at lic a 
pound over the Chiikoot pass, there is 
no comparison between the Mackenzie 
and the coast routes as a means of 
getting supplies into the Yukon.

FROM PEACE RIVER. 


Staff-Sgt. Hetherington returned to 
Fort Saskatchewan on Monday from 
Peace river. He left Fort Saskatche- 
wan on May 25th, to establish police 
outposts at Athabasca Landing, Grand 
tapids and Lesser Slave lake and to 

| visit Peace river crossing and Dun- 
vegan. From the Landing he went to 
Grand Rapids and on his return went 
to Slave lake. He was thirteen days 
making the trip from the Landing to 
the head of Lesser Slave lake, in the 
H. B. Co. boats which go up the Athz- 
basca, Lesser Slave river and Lesser 
Slave lake, a total distance of about 
180 miles. York or inland boats are 
used which carry seven tons and have a 
crew Of nine men. In going up stream 
four men atatime haul the boat up 
by a line while they walk along the 
edge of the water. The ninth man is 
steersman. 


Saddle horses were taken from the 
east end of Lesser Slave lake to Peace 
|river crossing, a distance of about 80 
miles by cart road. This was made in 
two days. This road was good wnen 
first made by the Hudsoa’s Bay Com- 
pany, but has got out of repair. It is 
moderately good at this season as the 
soft, places are nowdry. The valley 
of the Peace is very deep, but is reach- 
ed by a gradual descent down the 
valiey of Heart river. 
| At Peace river crossing a man nam- 
ed Akinim lives on the south or east

chey had gone and had not returned, 
therefore he concluded that they had 
got through. They intended, however, 
to hunt and trap cn the way. 
| In speaking of the several trails to 
Peace river for present use by a small 
party, Sgt. Hetherington recommend- 
ed the one generally followed to Atha- 
| basea Landing, and thencesup the 
south side of the Athabasca, 70 miles, 
crossing the Athsbasca at the mouth of 
Slave river and proceediug westward 
along the north side of Lesser Slave 
river and lake, about 115 miles, and 
thence to Peace river by cart road. The 
pack trail extending from the Landing 
| road to the head of Slave lake is well 
travelled, especially alozg the shore of 
Slave lake, where there is a large popu- 
| Jation continually moving about. The 
crossing of the Athabasca is good, there 
being a large bar which makes the 
river almost fordable in low water. If, 
however, a large party were going he 
considers time as well as distance 
would be saved by taking the cart trail 
to Fort Assiniboine, and thence to the 
east end of Slave lake, about 65 miles, 
This trail has not been travelled for 
some years and is obstructed by fallen 
trees, but could be cleared out of the 
way by a party of axemen. The 
Athabasca at Fort Assiniboine is about 
320 yards wide. Sgt. Hetherington 
was only three days coming from the 
| head of Lesser Slave lake to the Land- 
ing. The Athabasca is still at a good 
stage for navigation.
